PRESS COUNCIL OF INDIA 

Press Council (Procedure for Inquiry) Regulations, 1971 

In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (c) of 
Section 23 of the Press Council Act, 1965 (34 of 1965), 
and all other powers thereunto enabling, the Press Coun- 
cil of India hereby makes the following Regulations, 
namely - 

1. Short Title wul Commencement. — -( J. ) These Rcgu- 
tions may be called the Press Council (Procedure 'for In- 
quiry) Regulations, 1971, 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the official Gazette and shall be in super- 
session of the Press Council (Procedure for Inquiry) Re- 
gulations, 1967. 

2. Definitions. — Unless the context otherwise re- 
quires— 

(a) "Act’' means the Press Council Act, 1965 (Act 
34 of 1965) as amended from time to time; 

(b) “Committee” means the Inquiry Committee 
constituted by the Council under Section 8(1) 
for the purpose of inquiring into complaints 
made to the Council under Section 13(1) of the 
Act; 

(c) “Council” means the Press Council oT India 
constituted under the Act; 

(d) "Complainant” means a person who makes a 
complaint to the Council regarding a newspaper, 
News Agency, Editor or other working journal- 
ist, in the case of complaints under Section 
13(1) of the Act, and in regard to complaints 
in regard to other matters means a person who 
makes a complaint to the Council regarding any 
matter which the Council has jurisdiction to 
entertain, examine and pronounce its views 
upon, and 

(e) “matter” means an article, news-item, news- 
report, or any other matter which is published 
by a newspaper or transmitted by a newsagency 
and includes a curtoon, picture, photograph, 
strip or advertisement which is published in a 
newspaper. 

3. Contents of complaint in respect of a newspaper, 
newsagency. editor or other working journalist under 
Section 13(1) of the Act.— (1) Where a person makes a 
complaint to the Council, in respect of the publication or 
non-publication of any matter in any newspaper or news- 
agency, under Section 13(1) of the Act he shall — 

(a) furnish the name and address of the newspaper, 
newsagency, editor or other working journalist 
against which or whom the complaint is prefer- 
red and in cases where the complaint is as re- 
gards the publication of matter in a newspaper 
or by a newsagency, forward along with the 
complaint a cutting of the matter complained of 
in original, together with a translation thereof 
in English, where the matter is in a language 
other than English or Hindi, and such other 
particulars as are relevant to the subject mutter 
of the complaint; and where the complaint is in 
respect of non-publication of matter, the original 
or a copy of the matter, the non-publication of 
which is complained of; 

(b) state in what manner the publication of the 
matter complained of is objectionable, and in 
cases where the complaint is as regards the non- 
publictition of any matter, how the non-publica- 
tion has violated journalistic ethics; 


(d) In cases where the complaint is that an editor or 
a working journalist has committed any profes- 
sional misconduct, or has been guilty of a 
breach of the code of journalistic ethics, other 
than by way of the publication or non-publica- 
tion of any matter in a newspaper, the com- 
plaintant shall set out clearly in detail the facts 
which according to him justify the complaint 
and the provisions of clause (c) above shall also 
apply to such complaints. 

(e) in every case place all other relevant facts before 
the Council and 

(f) (i) In the case of a complaint in respect of the 
publication or non -publication of any matter in 
respect of a newspaper or newsagency the same 
shali be lodged with the Council within the 
following periods of its publication or non- 
publication 

A. Dailies . . within 3 months 

B. In all other cases . . within 6 months 

provided that a publication of an earlier date 
may be referred to in regard to later publica- 
tions which are subjects of complaints. 

(ii) In the case of a complaint against an 
editor or working journalist under clause (d) 
above, the same shall bo lodged within 6 months 
after the misconduct or breach of journalistic 
ethics complained of. 

(2) The complainant while presenting the complaint 
shall at the foot thereof make and subscribe to a declara- 
tion to the effect : 

(i) that to the best of his knowledge and belief he 
has placed all the relevant facts before the Coun- 
cil and that no proceedings are pending in any 
Court of law in respect of any matter alleged in 
the complaint; 

(ii) that he shall inform the Council forthwith if 
during the pendency of the inquiry before the 
Council any matter alleged m the complaint be- 
comes the subject matter of any proceeding in a 
court of law. 

4. Return of complaint. — (1) Where a complaint does 
not comply with the requirements of regulation 3, the 
Chairman may return the complaint directing the com- 
plainant to bring it in conformity with such requirements 
and re-present it within such time as he may fix in that 
behalf. 

(2) The order returning a complaint under this regula- 
tion shall contain the reasons for the return. 

5. Issue of notice.— (1) As soon as possible, and in 
any east not later than fifteen days from the date of re- 
ceipt rtf a complaint, the Chairman shall send a copy 
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thereof to the newspaper, newsagency, editor or other 
working journalist against which or whom the complaint 
has been made, under regulation 3 along with a notice re- 
quiring the newspaper, newsagency, editor or other work- 
ing journalist, as the case may be, to show cause why 
action should not be taken under Section 13 of the Act. 

Proviso . — Provided that the Chairman may decide not 
to issue a notice to show cause to the newspaper, news- 
agency, editor or working journalist where, in his opinion, 
the complaint is frivolous or where, iu his opinion, the 
complaint is liable to rejection under regulation 8. The 
Chairman shall report to the next meeting of the Council 
the reasons for his decision not to issue the ‘show cause’ 
notice and the Council may, after considering all the 
facts, if it considers proper, direct the Chairman to issue 
notice to the respondent and proceed with the investiga- 
tion in the usual manner. 

(2) The notice issued under sub-regulation (!) above 
shall be sent to the newspaper, newsagency, editor or 
other working journalist concerned by registered post, 
acknowledgement due, at the address furnished in the 
complaint. 

(3) If the notice is returned unserved with an endorse- 
ment to the effect that the addressee has refused to accept 
the notice, the notice shall be deemed to have been duly 
served. 

6, (1) Filing of written statement . — The newspaper, 
newsagency, editor or other working journalist against 
which or whom the complaint is made may, within four- 
teen days from the date of service of the copy of the com- 
plaint and notice under regulation 5 or within such fur- 
ther time as may be granted by the Chairman in this be- 
half, submit a written statement in reply to the complaint. 

(2) A copy of the written statement when received 
shall be forwarded to the complainant for his information, 

(3) After receipt of the complaint or written statement, 
the Chairman may, if he considers necessary, call for any 
further information either 'from, the complainant or the 
respondent newspaper, newsagency, editor or working 
journalist, as the case may be, in order to clarify matters 
appearing in the complaint or written statement and in 
doing so, may call for documents or further statements as 
he might consider necessary. All the documents and state- 
ments called for by him shall form part of the record and 
shall be placed before the Committee at the lime of the 
inquiry. 

7, Power to call for additional particulars etc .- — The 
Committee may after considering the complaint and the 
written statement, call for such additional particulars or 
documents relevant to the subject matter of the case us 
it may consider necessary from both the parties or either 
of them. 

8. Rejection of complaint of the same nature previous- 
ly inquired into. — (1) Where at any time in the course 
of the inquiry into the complaint it appears to the Com- 
mittee that the subject matter of the complaint is subs- 
tantially the same as, or has been covered by, any 
former complaint dealt with by the Council under these 
regulations, the Committee shall hear the complainant, 
if he desires to be beard, and if the Committee considers 
it necessary, the newspaper, newsagency, editor or other 
working journalist, as the case may be, and if the Com- 
mittee so holds, recommend the rejection of the com- 
plaint and submit the case to the Council, and thereupon 
the Council may by order in writing either reject the 
complaint or direct that the complaint be inquired into. 

(2) The order of the Council in either case shall be 
communicated to the parties. 

9. Provisions of the Code of Civil Procedures to he 

followed .— The Committee may in conducting an inquiry 
exercise the powers vested in the Council under Section 


14(1) of the Act and shall, as far as possible, follow the 
procedure laid down in the Code of Civil Procedure, 
1908, in regard to the following matters, namely : — - 

(i) Summoning and enforcing the attendance of 
persons and examining them on oath; 

(ii) requiring the discovery and production of 
documents; 

(iii) receiving evidence on affidavit; 

(iv) requisitioning any public record or copies 
thereof from any court or office; and 

(v) issuing commissions lor the examination of 
witnesses or documents. 

10. Inquiry by the Committee. — (1) Notice of the 
time, date and place of hearing shall be served on the 
complainant as well as on the newspaper, newsagency, 
editor or working journalist, as the case may be, and 
shall be sent by registered post, acknowledgement due. 
In the inquiry before the Committee the parties shall be 
entitled to adduce evidence oral or documentary and 
make any oral submissions in support of their conten- 
tions. 

(2) At the close of the inquiry the Committee shall 
make a report of its findings on the allegations contain- 
ed in the complaint together with its reasons and sub- 
mit the record of the case to tire Council. 

11. Decision by the Council. — (1) The Council shall, 
after perusing the record of the case, pass orders, giving 
its decision on every finding contained therein, or may 
remit the case to the Committee for such further inquiry 
as the Council deems necessary and on receipt of the 
further report of the Committee, the Council shall pro- 
ceed to dispose of the case. 

If the Council is of the opinion that it is necessary or 
expedient in the public interest so to do, it may require 
any newspaper to publish therein in such manner as the 
Council thinks fit. any particulars relating to any inquiry 
under Section 13 against a newspaper or newsagency, 
an editor or a journalist working therein, including the 
name of such newspaper, newsagency, editor or journal- 
ist, 

(2) Bvery case shall be determined by a majority of 
voles of the members of the Council present and voting, 
and where there is an equality of votes, the Chairman 
shall have and shall exercise a casting vote. 

(3) The order of the Council shall be communicated 
in writing to the parties to the case. 

12. Appearance of parties etc. — In an inquiry under 
these regulations, the editor, newsagency or other work- 
ing journalist or the newspaper through its editor, 
against which or whom a complaint has been made may 
appear in person, or with the permission of the Com- 
mittee or the Council as the case may be, by a legal 
practitioner or a duly authorised representative. 

13. Restriction of power of members to discuss and 
vole in certain cases.- — No member of the Committee 
shall vote or take part in the discussion of, and no mem- 
ber of the Council shall vote or take part in the discus- 
sion of any complaint coming up for consideration at a 
meeting of the Committee or the Council, as the case 
may be, if the case is one in which he is personally in- 
volved or has any direct or indirect interest by himself 
or his partner, or in which he is interested professionally 
on behalf of a client or as an agent or representative for 
any newspaper, newsagency, editor or other working 
journalist, as the case may be. 

14. Procedure in matters not provided for in these Re- 
gulations. — The Committee shall have the power to 
regulate its own procedure in respect of any matter for 
which no provision or inadequate provision Is made in 

these regulations. 
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15. The Chairman may suo motu issue notice in res- 
pect of any matter published in a newspaper which he 
regards as objectionable or as not being in conformity 
with standards of public taste or journalistic propriety 
and thereupon the procedure prescribed by these regula- 
tions from regulation 5 onwards shall be followed as if it 
were a complaint under regulation 5. 

16. The procedure prescribed by these regulations in 
respect of complaints under Section 13(1) of the Act 
shall apply m utatis mutandis to compluints received by 
the Council seeking its help to maintain the indepen- 
dence of newspapers and news agencies or in respect of 
any matter falling under Section 12(2) (a), (e) and (f), 
as also to the case of any inquiry in respect of any 
matter under clause (j) thereof, provided that the 
inquiry shall be conducted by the Council itself.

,8.0. — In exercise of the powers conferred on it 
under 23 of the Textiles Committee Act, 1963 (No, 41 
of 1963) read with sub-clauses (c) and (d) of sub- 
section 2 of Section 4 of the same Act, the Textiles 
Committee, with the previous sanction of the Central 
Government, makes the following Regulations establish- 
ing inspection standards for “Mill-made Cotton Made- 
Up Articles (Towels)” meant for export and specifying 
the type of inspection to be applied. 

1 . Short Title : 

These regulations may be called ‘Mill-made Cotton 
Made-Up Articles (Towels) Inspection Regulations, 
1969’. 

2. Definition : 

(a) ‘Committee’ means the Textiles Committee. 

(b) ‘Lot’ means the quantity of the material pur- 
porting to be of one definite type and qualify. 

(c) ‘Major flaw’ means— 

(i) weft crack of three or more missing picks 
across the width of the fabric, 

(ii) weft bar due to the difference in raw 
material count, twist, lustre, colour, shade 
or pick spacing of adiuccnt groups of weft 
yarn (Not applicable in the case of terry- 
towels), 

(iii) more than two adjacent ends running 
parallel, broken or missing and extending 
beyond 6 inches, 

(iv) prominent selvedge detect, 

(v) noticeable warp or weft, float in the body 
of the fabric, 

(vi) noticeable and unwashablc oil or other 
stain in the fabric, 

(vji) notikpable oily weft in the fabric, 

(viii) prominently noticeable slub or slubbv 
tveft, 

(ix) conspicuous broken pattern, 

fx) gout due to foreign matter usually lint or 
waste woven into the fabric, 


(xi) prominent pile-less spot and prominently 
uneven or loose piles, 

(xii) defective hemming exceeding l" in 
length, 

(xiii) blurred or dark patch, 

(xiv) patchy or streaky or uneven dyeing, 

(xv) dye bar, 

(xvi) prominent slain, 

(xvii) printing defect caused by non-alingment 
of printing screen or roll, 

(xviii) uneven printing or tinting, 

(xix) prominent printing defect caused by hang- 
ing thread, 

(xx) printing defect caused by cloth being 
wrinkled, 

(xxi) bad printing or dyeing on selvedge mainly 
due to selvedge crease, and 

(xxiij doctor’s stain or line. 

(d) ‘Material’ means mill-made or powerioom 
cotton towels, but excludes mops, corded 
napkins, osnaberg squares, terry-squares mainly 
used for wiping and dusting purposes and also 
excludes ‘second’s and Tents’ as defined in the 
Textile Control Order. 

(e) ‘Serious flaw' means — 

(i) more than one adjacent end missing in the 
body of the material running throughout 
the article or more than three ends missing 
at a place and running over 24" or promi- 
nently noticeable double tfhds running 
throughout the material, 

(ii) undressed snarls noticeable through the 
material, 

(iii) smash definitely rupturing the texture of 
material, 

(iv) hole, cut or tear in the body of the mate- 
rial more than I" in size, 

(v) defective or damaged selvedge throughout 
the piece, 

(vi) absence of heading where heading is re- 
quired. 

3. Offering of material for inspection : 

(i) The manufacturer /exporter will be responsible 
for carrying out inspection of the material prior 
to offering the same for inspection so as to 
eliminate any material which is not up to the re- 
quired standard and to rectify the rectifiable 
defects such as loose threads, snarls, removable 
stains etc, 

(ii) The pre-inspected material shall be offered for 
inspection either in loose condition or in the 
form of packed bales, in a well lighted shed, 

(iii) The manufacturer/exporter shall apply for ins- 
pection in the prescribed proforma (Appendix) 
at least one week in advance, 

4. Inspection criteria : 

(a) Hie inspection of the material shall be both 
with reference to specifications and flaws : 

(i) The materia! shall be inspected according 
to the requirements of the overseas buyer 
in respect of specification particulars stipu- 
lated in the contract or specification parti- 
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culars governing the quality number men- 
tioned in the contract, 

(ii) Where the specification particulars are not 
stipulated but the contract is with reference 
to shipment sample, the material shall he 
inspected on the basis of such a sample. 


(b ) In the case of dyed, printed and coloured woven 
material, there will be no inspection or test for 
colour fastness unless the buyer expressly speci- 
fics the standards for colour fastness required. 

5. Sampling for inspection : 

(a) When material is offered in loose condition . — The 
Inspector shall select at random 5% of the total number 
of units offered for inspection subject to a minimum of 
20 and a maximum of 100 units for inspection for quality 
viz. presence of weaving and other flaws. 5 units out of 
those selected for detailed inspection shall be examined 
for construction particulars such as ends/picks per inch, 
length, width and weight per piece. 

(b) When a material is offered in packed condition - 
The Inspector shall select at random, a minimum of one 
bale/casc out of every 5 bales/cases or part thereof 
offered; for inspection subject to a maximum of 5 bales 
cases per lot. From out of the bales opened for inspec- 
tion, the Inspector shall select at random 5% of the total 
number of units offered for inspection subject to a mini- 
mum of 20 and a maximum of 100 units for inspection 
for quality viz ■ presence of weaving and other flaws. 5 
units out of those selected for detailed inspection shall be 
examined for constructional particulars such as ends/ 
picks/inch, length, width and weight/piece. 

6. Drawing of samples for test : 

A minimum of one sample of 0.9 metre full width for 
every 1000 units or part thereof subject to a maximum 
of three samples shall be drawn for tests for count of 
yarn. In the case of small units the sample drawn shall 
be as many units arc are required to make up 0.9 metre. 

7. Rejection Criteria : 


lurs stipulated in the contract and/or of the 
approved sample, a fresh sample of the same 
size shall be examined. If in the second sample 
any of the units contains u serious flaw or does 
not conform to the specification particulars sti- 
pulated in the contract and/or of the approved 
sample. 

8. Permissible Tolerance : 

When determining whether the material conforms to 
the construction and other particulars stipulated in the 
contract and/or approved sample the following tolerances 
shall be allowed, unless different tolerances are specified 
in the export contract.

9. Inspection for Construction : 

When determining construction particulars the Inspec- 
tor shall observe the following directions :

(c) Picks per inch shall be counted at least in two 
different places per unit. 


The lot shall be rejected for any one of the following 
reasons :

(e) ‘Major flaw’ in the case of material intended for 
use as waste clearer cloth, spare part lining, 
mushioning cloth, conveyor cloth and squeezer 
cloth, means — 

(i) weft crack or two or more missing picks 
across the width of the fabric. 

(ii) more than two adjacent ends running 
parallel broken or missing extending be- 
yond 4". 

(iii) noticeable selvedge defect such as tearing, 
cut, mended or unmended .(applicable only 
to squeezer cloth and conveyor cloth). 

(iv) local milling defect and defective raising 
applicable only to squeezer and cushioning 
cloths) , 

(v) prominently noticeable warp or weft float 
in the body of the fabric. 

(vi) mended hole, cut or tear up to i" in size 
in the body of the fabric (not applicable 
to conveyor cloth). 

N.B. This shall be considered as serious flaw in the 
case of conveyor cloth. 


(ii) more than two adjacent ends running 
parallel broken or missing extending beyond 
4". 


(iii) noticeable warp and weft float in the body 
of the fabric. 


(iv) hole in the body of the fabric. 

(v) undressed snarls noticeable over a length 
exceeding 5% of the length of the piece. 

(vi) smash definitely rupturing the texture of 
the fabric. 


(vii) in the case of milled cloth, excess or defi- 
ciency of cover due to difference in milling 
or raising very prominently noticeable not 
in conformity with the buyer's approved 
sample, 

(viii) Cockled finish causing defective appear- 
ance in the texture of fabric by such fac- 
tors as irregular tension unbalanced con- 
struction or defective processing throughout 
the length of the piece. 


3. Offering of material for inspection : 

(a) 'Dte manufacturer/ exporter shall be responsible 
for carrying out inspection of the material prior 
to offering the same for inspection so as to eli- 
minate any material which is not upto the re- 
quired standard and to rectify the rectifiable 
defects such a s loose threads, knots, removable 
Stains etc. It is desirable that the manufacturer/ 
exporter flag all major defects so as to facilitate 
inspection. 
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(b) It will be the further responsibility of the manu- 
facturer/exporter to ensure that the number of 
two part pieces and short length pieces, if any, 
do not exceed the number stipulated in the con- 
tract. 

(c) The pre-inspected material shall be urranged in 
a w'ell-lighted shed. 

(d) The manufacturer/ exporter shall apply for ins- 
pection in the prescribed proforma (Appendix) 
at least one week in advance. 


4. Inspection criteria : 

(a) Inspection of the material shall be both with 
reference to specifications and laws.

5. Sampling for inspection : 

The Inspector shall select at random 20% of the total 
number of pieces offered for inspection for quality, viz- 
presence of weaving and other flaws. Tn the case of filter 
cloth if the lot size is very small the percentage of sample 
to be drawn for detailed inspection may be increased be- 
yond 20. Out of the pieces selected for inspection, half 
this number, subject to a muximum of five, shall be 
examined for dimensional and constructional particulars, 
viz . width, length, ends/inch, picks/inch and weight per 
piece. 

6. Drawing of samples : 

A minimum of 0.9 metre full width piece for every 
5000 metres or part thereof shall be drawn for determi- 
nation of such characteristics as count of yam, composi- 
tion and wool quality and any other tests as may be pres- 
cribedi in the contract. In the case of dyed material, 
where colour fastness tests are required to be carried out, 
0.25 metre pieces shall further be drawn representing 
each shade or colour. 

In tire case of endless felts and other fabrics where it 
is not possible to draw' samples to carry out laboratory 
tests, the mills shall be responsible for the authenticity of 
the declaration of the specification particulars

9. Inspection for construction : 


When determining construction particulars the follow- 
ing procedure shall be adopted : 


(a) Width shall be measured at 3 different places in 
the piece. 

(b) Ends per inch shall be counted at 3 different 
places across the width of the piece,. However, 
where ends cannot be easily counted ; small pieces 
of a definite length in the warp direction shall 
be cut out from both the ends of the fabric and 
counted by defraying the piece.

In respect of each lot inspected and not rejected under 
Regulation-7 a certificate shall be issued to the party con- 
cerned by an officer of the Committee authorised in this 
behalf.
